THE PRES'DENT’S MESSAGE. 


He Reviews the Rebellion. 
Past Measures for Public Safety. 


(Sperial Dispatch to the Chicago Tribune. 
Washineton, May 27, 1862, 

Refugees from Richmond report both that 
place and Petersburg evacuated by the rebels, 
Where they are gone no one knows. They: 
still talk of making a desperate defense. The 
citizens are without food or protection agatust 
marauders. 

Rebel barbarity was exemplified at Freder- 
icksburg, where a magazine was blown up by 

a torpedo, the building demolished, and the 
sentry guarding it blown to pieces. The 
guard at the railroad station, only two hun- 
dred feet distant, luckily escaped. The tor- 
pedo had been placed under the bulldlug since 
the thorough examination after occupation by 
our troops. Two more torpedoes were sub- 
sequently found under the railroad track. The 
soldiers are greatly exasperated, and with 
difficulty prevented from burning the town. 

Letters from the army before Richmond say 
Gen. Hunter’s proclamation creates inténse 
excitement and discussion there. [luater’s 
indorsers have the majority of voices and * 
best of the argument. 

The impression given by those who . 
from Front Royal is that only about one hun 
dred and fifty men got off, out of the whole 
force of about one thousand men engaged, 
and that of those lost four-fifths were killed. 
The cry of the enemy was No quarters.”’ 
Reports concur that women fired out of their 
windows at Winchester on our retreating 
troops, and that wounded sick men who had 
crawled from bospitals into a wheat fleld 22 8 
murdered there. 

The Senators opposed to Mr. Gunew 
plan of taxation say the committee tax bill 
is gaining ground and an insure passage.

The article 
which we quofe is unquestionably in the 
handwriting of John Tyler, and was de- 
signed, if not used, for publication. We 
shall send it to the Chicago Historical 
Society. 


ASKING TOO MUCH. 

If there is anything thoroughly exasper- 
ating, it is to find, after performing a diffi- 
cult operation, that through the careless- 
ness or incompetence of some one else, the 
work will have to be done over again. 
This has been the lot of our troops in 
Western Kentucky. They have driven the 
rebels out several times; they have re 
peatedly given the proſessedly loyal men 
the upper band; and they have come back 
again only to find the rebels in complete 
possession. The Union men in this in- 
tensely pro-slavery region do not seem to 
possess the fighting stamina of a flock of 
sheep. Almost without resistance, they 
allow themselves. to be bullied, brow- 
beaten, and robbed, by roving bands of 
starvelling guerrillas. They cannot be 
true men. Much they have to say about 
the “aggressions of Abolitionists,’ and 
the “constitutional rights of the 
South; but on the first appearance 
of danger they call piteously on the same 
“ Abolitionists” to come and save them. 
They are men who leve their ease and 
their dollars, who are averse to fighting, 
and who cling to the Union because they 
expect it to do their fighting for them, and 
to secure them in quiet possession of their 
slaves. Genuine loyalty they do not seem 
to understand. They consider every North- 
ern man under constitutional obligations 
to shed his blood for the Union as it was ; 
but they are not ashamed to shirk their 
share of the duty under the plea of “ pecu- 
liar circumstances.” So long as they can 
make black men work for them for noth- 
ing, they will expect white men to fight 
for them at the same wages. 

The rebels of Western Kentucky are an- 
other sort of men. They comprise the ad- 
venturous, the reckless and the desperate. 
Their ranks are filled up with young rep- 
robates and old sinners; with blacklegs. 
thieves, politicians and soldiers of tortnne ; 
with men opposed to honest labor, and op- 
posed to paying their debts; with men who 
have everything to gain and nothing to 
lose by social anarchy and political dis- 
ruption. Commanding these two extremes 
—the aristocracy and the scum of society, 
the snobbish and the “ dangerous” classes 
treason has enrolled under its banner most 
of the fighting material. 

A recent plot of the rebels to 
Paducah barely failed. The withdrawal of 
Northern troops to reinforceGen. Halleck,af- 
forded the loyal people of Western Ken- 
tucky au opportunity to show what stuff they 
were made of. They improved the oppor- 
tunity. Some of them played the men 
but there was so much slurking and back- 
ing down that the rebels were soon in a 
fair way to recover their lost foothold 
Federal bayonets had to be increased. 
Fainting “loyalty” had again to be held 
up by the strong arm of the Government. 
It was soon discovered that pro-slavery con- 
servatism was an casy prey for armed re- 
bels. But men who will not fight for their 
eountry are proverbially fertile in their de- 
vices to cover their cowardice. The tele- 
graph informs usa number of Kentuck- 
ians have gone to Washington in order to 
lay before Congress the disastrous effect on 
their State of Emancipation in the District, 
to protest against Emancipation, and to 
prevent, if possible, the liberation of the 
slaves of rebels. These men will have the 
assurance to charge the poltroonery of 
their people“ on the Abolitionists, and to 
insist that the demands of this age, the con-

His father was killed by the 
burst ing of the mens Stockton gun “ Peace- 
maker, on board the steamship Princeton in 1842. 

Laporenant Waruer. A native of South Caro- 
lina. Entered the United States Navy in 1840, and 
resigned in 1561. 

LisuTexant Wuirria—tIs a son of Commodore 
W. C. Whittle, and grandson of Commodore Ar- 
thur Lincoln, United States Navy. Both he and 
his father rerigned from the United States Navy 
in 1961, and joined the rebels. He was attached 
to the pirate Nashville, until quite recentty. He 
was with her in England, and commanded her

He is only twenty-two ears age He isa Vir- 
ginian. 


Docron G@uarrow--Is from Arkansas, and was 
in the United States Navy two years. 

Lasutrxant W. H. from Norfolk, Vir- 
giula.

He was locked 
up in Fort Warren for safe keeping, where he re- 
mained five months. He was released three 
months since, aud is now n roude to his old place 
of residence. 

Commanver He resigned from the 
United States Navy in 1961. One of his arms was 
hot off in the recent engagement below New Or} 
Jeans, and otherwise badly wounded. 

Jouxn A native of 
Norfolk, “Virginia, entered the United States 
Navy in 1898, and resigned in 1861, and entered the 
rebel service.

THE QREAT FLOATING BATTERY 
MISSISSIPPI. 


Interesting Letter from Com. Porter 


{Sp<cial Correspondence of the Chicago Tribune.) 
Wasuiweton, May 24, 1562. 

The following interesting letter from Com. 
Porter to Sevator Grimes of Iowa furnishes 
valuable information concerning the rebel ma- 
rine monsters In process of construction at 
and below New Orieans when the city war 
captured by our forces. Writing from Ship 
island under date of May 6th, Com. Porter 
Rays: | 

Four rams and floating batteries, such as the 
world never before saw, have been destroyed 
m the late attack. The Louisiaha, an iovin- 
cible steam battery, was set on fire and sent 
down on the yeesels while I was engaged in 
drawing up a capitulation for the surrender of 
the forte—a flag of truce flying at the time. 
She exploded within three hundred yards of 
us and sank in one minute, her splendid bat- 
tery of rifled guns being lost to us. Her frag, 
ments fairly covered Fort St. Philip, and 
killed a man of theirs in the fort. There 
was Southern honor for you! That vessel 
was 4,000. ons, 270 feet long, and had sixteen 
heavy rified guns, all made in Secessia.”’ 
She intended to take position that night where 
she would have driven off all our fleet; for as 
a proof of her Invulgerability, one of our 
heaviest ships lald within ten feet of ber, aad 
delivered ber whole broadside, making no 
more impression on her than if she was firiag 
peas. The Louisiana’s shot, on the contrary, 
went through and through the above men- 
tioned sloop-of-war as if she was glass. 

The iron ram Manassas hit three vessels be- 
fore her commander ran her ashore and aban- 
doned her. She has been a troublesome cus- 
tomer all through. 

In New Orleans our naval officers found the 
most splendid specimen of a floating battery 
the world has ever seen, (a sea going affair’, 
and had she been finished and succeeded in 
setting to sea, the whole American navy would 
— been destroyed. She was 6,000 tons, 270 
feet long, sixty fect beam, had four engines, 
three propellers, four inches (and in some 

laces more) of iron and would steam eleven 
— an hour. She cost Mr. Mallory & Co.“ 
two millions of dollars. The last one I saw 
floating by me was a dry dock turned intoa 
floating battery, mounting sixteen guus, and 
the entire engine, whi@ was to propel it, 
bermetically sealed by a thick iron turret 


against shot. She was sank but floated down 
to Southwest Pass and is now aground on the 
bar and can easily be 

Beside there wonaters the naval part of the 
enemy's defenses at the forts consisted of six 
or geen iron-clad gunboats alm ost impervious 


to shot, and certainly so vessels com- 
ing bow on. We bad nothing there on our 
tide but twenty frail mortar boats, five sloops 
of war, nine or ten poor gunboats (in all a tie. 
tle over 140 guns), to contend against two of 
the most impregnable forte im this or any 


other country, mounting 127 heavy guns 


(many of them rifled), three iron plated batt+- 
ries, mounting thirty one guns, six or seven 
iron plated gunboats, and nine or ten things 

ot up for the occasion, soon destroyed 
En power never o be known. * * 

Allow me to send you a perfectly correct 
tracing of Fort Jackson, made by the coast 
survey — attached to the mortar fleet. 
They acted in the same 1 as the topo- 
graphical party hold In the army. Without 
them our w would have been tedious. 
They triangulated every position occupied by 
the mortar vessels, and it is safe to say that 
we know toa yard the exact distance of the 
mouth of the mortars from the centre of the 
fort. They epemy never saw us except for 
one day, when one of the divisions of six ves 
acla was placed at; getting pretty 
roughly bandled, I moved them under @ point 
of woods, where, with their masts covered 
with green bushes, and their rigging with 
‘wes, they were Invisible to the best glasses. 
Our fring was a matter of calculation, and 
you may judge how accurate it was when I 
tell you that 1,518 bombe struck in the 
centre and solid parte of the works, 5,330 
etruck in the moat, near the foundation, — * 
and over the works; and 1,555 struck about 
the levees, in the marsh close around, and ip 
the pat bs and near the water's edge where the 
steamers attempted to come. Al!) smal! boats, 
scows and armed barges were sunk, and if the 
garrison had desired getaway they couid 
not have done so easily. I never saw so pet. 
fect ascene of desolation and ruin, nor do I 
believe there wasvver such perfect mortar 
practice. We eould clear the batteries when- 
ever the soldiers appeared on the ramparts. In 
fact no guns there couid be worked.

The Rams Preparing to Butt. 


REPORTS FROM MEMPHIS. — 


(Special Correspondence of the Chicago Tribane. } 
Ngak Fort ; |

The situation of affairs here since the date 
of my last letter has changed slightly. .There 
appears to be a general increase in energy, the 
swift little tugs run more frequently from the 
Benton to the different gunboats and trans- 
port steamers, and the preparations going on, 
in getting aboard provisions, munitions and 
other stores, seem to Indicate that new life 
has been infused into the entire flotilla. 
Whether this may be attributed to the energy 
and persevering exertions of Capt. Davis, or 
te the near approach to exciting times and the 
real opening of the ball, isa matter of specu- 
lation only. The fact is patent, and the cause 
potent, whatever it may prove to be. 
The rams, although as yet untried and inex- 
perienced in the art of war, have become per- 
manently domiciled with us, and with steam 
up and preparations all made for a sudden 
order to move, repose in an orderly and well 
behaved flock just north of the line of gun- 
boats, under the Tennessee shore. To day 


the sharpshooters belonging to this fleet are 
engaged in the laudable undertaking of per- 
fecting themselves in rifle practice, by target 
firing on the bank of the river. Although the 
weather is rainy and uncomfortable they do 
not seem to mind it but keep up their volleys 
with regularity and good effect. 

The gunboat Mound City, Capt. Kilty, 
which was injured in the little affair with the 
rebels on the morning of the 10tb inst., and 
which for some eight or ten days has been on 
the dock for repairs up the river, made her 
appearance here yesterflay afternoon, with 
colors fly ing, and her former good condition ful - 
ly restored. Her commander and men behaved 
most gallantly in the brush of the 10th, and 
their second advent in the flotilla was hailed 
with the best feeling. After taking on the usual 
ammunition, consisting of powder, ball, shot, 
shell and grenades, she steamed away from 
the munition boat aud at ence to ber 
station, once more prepared to do her whole 
duty in suppressing the rebellion. 

I have readin some paper à letter from 
ane connected with the steamer Mound City, 
in which grievous complaint is made regard- 
log the reports published of the late battle 
It is alleged that credit was given to other 
steamers for the work by the Mound 
City. It could not have been in the Tarsunn’s 
account, ag due credit was a d the steam- 
er in question, as being the first to bear dowa 
im support of the Cincinnati. This is the 
truth, all statements by any persons to the 
contrary potw itbstanding. 

It is mow rather uncertain whether Captain 
Davis will await the return of the ——8— 
which is not expected bere before the close o 
next week, before commenciag active opera- 
tions.

FROM FORT PILLOW. 


The Land Expedition Against the 
Fort---How it Failed, 


COMPLETE HISTORY OF THE AFFAIR. 


PRESENT SITUATION OF MAT- 
TERS ON; THE RIVER, 


[tpecial Correspondence of the Chicago Tribane } 
MoWavyi0's ARKANSAS, 
May A. 1582. 


Learning that an important demonstration 
was about to be made fn the direction of Fort 
Pillow, a movement separate anv distinct, but 
desigged to co-operate with the fleet demon- 
stration to a certain extent, I availed myself 
of the kind invitation of Col. Hogg of the 
2ed Illinois Cavalry, stationed at Hickman, 
Ky., and made one of the expedition. 
Mounting and arming myself after the most 
approved cavalry style, on Monday last I em- 
barked with the regiment on the good steamer 
G . Grabam, and after little delay was gui- 
etly eteaming down the Mississippi. 

THE EXPEDITION. 

The rendezvous was appointed at Tipton- 
ville, and alter a pleasant journey of four hours 
from Hickman, we arrived without accident 
or incident deserving mention, excepting, per- 


baps the appearance upon the rjver bauk juste 


below Hickman, of a band .of rebel cavalry 
numbering about sixty, making no hostiie 
we received at Island No. 10, and New Madrid. 
Arriving at Tiptonville we shared the hospi- 
tality of Col. Slack’s tent, and in the even 
visited the family of Mrs. Merriweather a note 
rebel matron theresbout. Mrs. Merriweather 
and her family, although rebels and glory lug 
in the title, treated us with distinguished con- 
sideration. It was just in front of her house 
at a point known to river men as 
‘* Merriweatber’s Landing,“ that the rebels 
located the battery commanding our guns at 
Riddle’s Polat. When I accompanied Gen. 
Paine in his march from New d to Tip- 
tonville, previous to the surrender of Island 
No. Ten, this battery was in position, bat 
spiked. I recollect I rode to tue house, curi- 
ous to look at a live rebel family. The ladies 
received us with trepidation, for they had 
heard the pleasant fiction about “ beauty and 
booty, and naturally awaited results with 
— le euxiety. On this occasion they 
were full of faith in the honor of Federal sol- 
diere, and exerted themselves to please, de- 
monstrating thereby that disloyalty and re 
bellion are not 1 with genuine aud 
refined hospitality. « 

Durivg the night, the expeeted forces ur- 
rived, and by nme o’cloek in the morning of 
Tueedsy, we were under way, sailing merrily 
down the Father of Waters. he day 
was cold, wet and disagreeabic, and I was too 
glad to keep within the cabin to pace the hari- 
cane deck in search of incidenta. When with- 
in ten wiles of our present location the steam- 
er Di gent passed us loaded to the guards 
with Union refugees 'rom)Tennessee forced to 
flee the State to avoid impressment into the 
rebel army under the provisions of the con- 
scription law,

mination. Wednesday morning, before sun- 
rise, I wandered about the Landing. The only 
collection of bouses in this ion claimin 
the name of town,“ is the little village ot 
Osceola, two miles above on the Arkansas 
shore. This landing is nota town, but derives 
its name from an extensive cotton plantation 
owned by the widow of McGavic, now occu- 
pied as a camp by the 43d and 46th Indiana 
reg mente. She owned a number of 
people until the oceupation of the waters 
by the fleet, whea she icft for below, taking 
them with her except the sick and aged ones. 
The house isa fine structure, constructed ta 
the most approved plantation style, just the 
building for a boepital—for which purpose It 
is at present occupied. 

FLAG OF TRUCE. 

About 8 o'clock, a rebel flag of truce came 
steaming saucily around Craighead Point, 
borne by the jaunty craft whose presence like 
that ef Mother Cary’s chickens, is considered 
to pree a storm. It has become a fleet 
saying when she heaves in sight, about these 
days took-out for equalls.”” A’ she rounded 
the Point she steamed straight for the Benton, 
but a shot from the Flag ship bow gun taught 
ber better manners, © stopped her engines 
anda Federal tender was sent to know her 


errand. 

It was found it brought a hundred Federal 
prisoners in exchange fur as many Confeder- 
a’es sent from Alton a few days since, and de- 
livered below to the rebel transport. This 
was the ostensible object of her visit, but her 
real object was doubtless to discover the occa- 
sion of our reinforcements, and to learn the 
ends wé proposed to accomplish. In this she 
failed of course. Her business ended, she 
bade usa grateful good morning, aud soon 
showed us the color of her heels as she dis- 
appeared around the Point, none the wiser for 
her transparent ruse. 

ARKANSAS SWAMPS, 

At ten o'clock it was evident that some im- 
portant movement was on the fapis. First 
came the an along the 
levee from headquarters. Then an order from 
Col. Hogg for the mounting of two companics 
of cavalry. One of these subsequently dis- 
mounted, and the other turned in the direction 
of the setting sun. On the alert for adventure, 
I speedily followed. 

fore the Federal occupation of this bend, 
the rich bottom lands were protected from 
overfiow by strong embankments or leveca, 
extending along the river for a great 
Gistance in either direction. During the 
late extrsordinary rise in the sis- 
sippi, the rebel cavalry were numerous aud 
annoying. Not having cavalry at hand to pur- 
sue them effectually, Col. Fitch, of the 46th 
Indiana, conceived the plan of drowning them 
owt, No sooner planned than executed, he 
cansed the levee to be cut, and soon a tre- 
mendous current was setting in from the river, 
and in a few days the bottom lands, for scores 
of miles, were covered to the depth of six feet, 
and this whole region rendered a desolate 
waste Of waters. Occasional mounds sad ele- 
vations were the only points of land visi 
iu the whole section. The rebels were effectt- 
ally dispersed, but now the river has subsided 
belew the level of the crevasse, the country is 
converted into a vast swamp, filled with holes 
snd bayous, in Which the water ranges from 
one to twelve feet deep. Overa roadway in 
which these topegraphical peculiaritics were 
vpausually abundant, it was our fortune to 
travel. For the two miles we encount- 
ered no difficulties beyond the occasional 
tumbling of au aniucky horseman, and the 
liberal eprinklisgs given and received as our 
horses splashed and waded through the pools 
ot standing water left after the decline of the 
overflow, As we advanced the country be- 
came lower and the water deeper, until it 
reached from fetlock to girth, and finally our 
horses were lifted from their feet altogether, 
and beast and rider compelled to swim for 
dear life. Il rode a trusty steed, and he car- 
ried me safely over, with no worse misfortune 
then athorough drenching of my betber bi- 
turcated integuments from boot to walstbaud. 
Others were not se fortunate. One poor fel- 
low drove his steed into quicksand, and horse 
and rider dina from mortal vision in an 
instant. Ca Tipton, of company E, with

THE RECONNOISSA NCE, 
We arrived at the “Lanier Farm“ about one 
o'clock and dismounting, and lea our 
horte s in — of a sergeant, Colonels Fitch 
and Hogg, and the two “Bohemiané” accom-

sance. We first through the Lanier 
lantation, and visited the deserted mansion.

Casting our eyes down the river, we discov- 
cred Randolph, and with the aid of a 22 
glass could see the rebel encampment, an 
Lue pune in position there. Here there was a 
trapsport and a gunboat, but the distance 
was 100 great to make out anything decisive. 
At Fulton, directly o ite, the view was ex- 

ent. The river is here but about three 
quarters of a mile wide, and with the naked , 
eye we could see every movement of the ene- 
my, We counted twenty seven ten‘sand four 
brass field pleces, besides a formidable earth- 
work behind whose embrau at intervals 
could be seen the grim war, 
open mouthed upon us. ap ance 
quletude and listlessness, over the 
whole scene. We crept to the extreme 
ofthe river, and seated on a log examined the 
rebels at our leisure. Groups of men, d 
in gray and butternut, were lounging about 
1 be grass, playing cards and laughing 
boisterovsiy. Four men were setting astride 
the caisson of one of the guns, engaging in a 
friendly game of fisticutts—while occasionsily 
asoldicr who was evidently doing seutivel 
duty—walked backwards forwards 
on the ed of E ght 
gunboats were lying under the guns 
on the river below, and a silagie trans- 
port. We could see the olficers setting on 
the hurricane deck in their shirt sleeves, with 
their feet elevated on the taffrall, smoking 
their cigars as leisurly as if the Yankees were 
a thousand miles away. All of the boats were 
side and stern wheelers and river craft, except 
one which had a —— beam. This craft 
one of the boats formerly running iu the New 
Orleans and Galveston line, and appears to be 
a steamer of great strength and capacity. She 
carried two guns, fore and aft, and was plerced 
for several mm her eldes. The exact number 
we ceuld pot determine as the port were 
closed, The whole feet was painted a dingy 
brown color and appeared to be fron-plated 
amid ships and c rrying each two guns upon 
her bow. Having made this reconnoissance to 
cour satisfaction, we move on towards Fort 
Flow, urst sending a detall back to where the 
cawalry were stationed, and ordering them to 
return to the Landing. When passing the 
levee « pposite the upper portion of the rebel 
fleet, wee a field of eighty acres, where 
there was nota tree to obstruct the view. 
While within casy grape range we were ret 
di-eovered by thelr loo out, and immpdistely 
we scattered along the levee at a distance of 
five paces, 80 as to present no considerable 
target for rebel practice. Directly afverwards 
the doctor on one of the gunboats to 
ralee steam, huge volumes of black smoke roil- 
ed from the chimneys, and presentry we heard 
the long drawn songh of the steamer indi- 
cating that were purened. This increased rap- 
idly, as she diminiehed the distance detween 
ne, and presently we heard ber land on the 
Arkansas shore. Meantime the scouts were 
wurri-d forward in double quick, and when 
her crew reached tne levee we were a balf mile 
in advance. By this time we were within the 
range of our mortars, who kept up a continual 
bombardment over our and thesteamer 
dured to come uo further. were immedi- 
atciy at the point over which our shell and 
those ecnt 2 the fort came hissing and surg- 
ing each on ite deadly mission. We were now 
opposite the far famed rebel fortification, 

FORT PILLOW, 

Behind the point of Flower Island we halted 
and examined the fort. The face of bluffs 
which contrary to my preconcelved opinions 
rie nearly perpendicularly a hundred feet 
above the river, * covered with a dense over- 
growth of oak, and discovered no batteries at 
our point of observation. Upon the crest of 


the bilufls are earth works, the 
ground apparently sloping backward 
io tbe «(lowlands in the rear. We 


could see the guns pointing over the Point 
in the direction of our mortars, and had a fine 
view of thore recently mounted, to reply to 
them. There were three of these in the begin- 
ning manufactured at Ringgold, Georgia of 
Tennessee tron, and lately placed in position, 
We learn that one of these recently burst, ow: 
ing to auperfect constraction or some flaw in 
the castings. The others are doing good ser- 
vice. We have witnessed some beautiful spe- 
clanens of mortar practice. Of the five shells 
dred in the direction of the fort, while we 
were looking on, three burst directly within 
the embankinent and evideutly accomplished 


of dirt thrown up after each explosion. It 
was bow getting late and we hurried on, and 
after a brisk walk of an hour, rounded the 
point and came upon the mortars. Just as 
we were in sight, while in the edge of the tim- 
ber, a rebel hell came singing and hissing 
over our heads, fell a hundred feet io advance, 
and exploded with a terrible report, crashing 
the trees and acattering fragmenta of shell in 
every direction. Presently a volume of smoke 
eae on one of the r just in front, and 
then we heard the report and hum, in 
the distance, directly over the fort, we discov- 
ered a spiral wreath of fleecy smoke, indica- 
ting the point of con! 2 tionfand explosion. 
The concussion was terrible—we were fai 

lifted off our feet, and some of us thrown bead- 
lang to the ground. Subsequeautly, Captain 
Maynadiecr fired a shell to show its effect while 
standing onthe boat. By placing ourselves 
on tiptoe and holding wit both han € 
railing runnivg around the top of the mortar, 
we withstood the concussion very comfort- 


ably 

We errived at the Landing at dark, well sat- 
jefied with the result of eur scout, which is 
here considered a8 establishing the entire vul 
nerability of the enemy, and forming the basis 
for important demosstrations, of which you 
will heer more In my next. fl. 


THE FAILURE. 
McoGavic's Lawprve. Arkansas, } 
May 23, 1862. 

The expeditionary force intended to co- 
operate with the flotilla in the reduction of 
Fort Pillow, has failed to accomplish the ex- 
pected end, and to-day leave for their old po- 
sitions up the river. This is mortifying to all 
concerned, from General to private, and curses 
not loud, but deep, are heard all about our 
ercampment. As the occasion for reticence 
is passed, and as no harm can now ensue from 
the exposure of the plans entertained by the 
projectors, I propose. briefly to expose the 
precise object of the 

EXPFDITION, 

It was known from the reports of scouts 
aud others, that there was uo insurmountable 
obstacle which prevented the placing 
of a Federal battery on the Arkansas 
shore opposite ruiton. This was fur- 
further demonstrated by the extended 
reconnoissance successful * conducted by 
‘Cols. Fitch and Hogg, on Wednesday. Had 
our plans remained undiscovered by the ene- 
my, it was Intended to have placed ry 
in position Thursday night, so as to be ready 
te Open upon the batteries at Fulton early 
Friday morning. Although by this step no 
intention or expectation was entertained of 
Spm | the fort, it was thought we should 
be able to control the navigation of the river 
and prevent the arrival of reinforcements an 
supplies from below. This accomplished, the 
cooperative land force would land on the Ten- 
nessee shore, about twenty-five miles above 
the Landing, whence a dry road leads directly 
to the fort, and make a demonstration upon 
the cnemy’s rear. At a time to be agreed 
upon by Gen. Quimby and Commodore Davis, 
a eimultancons attack was to have been made 
upon the fort, which, with its troops, guns 
avd it was expected, would fal! lato 
our bands like a ripe pear.

There was conskicrable fighting of skirmish- 
ers in front to-day. Some of our siege pieces 
also opened upon the enemy, for the purpose 
of trying their range and feeling for the posi- 
tion of the enemy, which is covered by the 
woods and thick growth of underbrush. The 
firing caused some excitement, as it was heard 
throughout the camp and even down to the 
bluff above the Landings, and it was supposed 
a general engagement had commenced. I do 
not expect such, however, until all siege pleccs 
are in position, and thus that we are ready for 
asimuitancous attack by our artillery along 
the whole line. It may not take place, also, 
until reinforcements under Gen. Ousterhausen 
arrive, which are expected dally, 

The troops are in great spirits, and every 
order for an advaucd has been received with 
enthusiastic cheers. The constant picket 
skirmishing has also had an excellent ect 
upon the morals of the army, in inurlag them 
to danger, and familfarizing them to the excite- 
ment of action. Buell's advante was driven, 
in to-day, but soon after regaiped its former 
position, which it fortified. Healso oceupids 
Farmington, with his pickets, but beyond 
that place, it is said, there is a strong 
fortification, at least so the contra 
bands bring us in word. An observatory 
sufficiently high to overlook the trees, has 
been erected in Gen. Sherman's division. 
This may prove of considerable value in fu- 
ture operations.

The sergeant, as I notified you 
in a former letter, was captured or killed by a 
party of rebels, while he and private Willard 
J. Wileox were out bunting up stray horses. 
Private Wilcox received seven buck-shot 
wounds in bis body at the same time, bat es- 
caped. He will recover. Toe horse of the 
ge ant galloped beck without its rider. Pratt 
vas afine young man, and bis fate, wheth- 
er death or capture, is very much regretted by 
the company. 

We had a good deal g of rain to-day and last 
night which has considerably cut up the roads. 
The river is rising. The steamboat men are 
proclaiming that there will soon be too little 
water in the river tor the large class of boats. 
They are premature in this opinion, however. 
It will be the middle of June, at leat, before the 
river will not be nayigable for the largest 
class of boats. The gunboats, drawing more 
water than the largest class of steamboata, 
find no difficulty whatever in novigsting the 
river from Paducah toa long distance south 
of this point. 

In justice to Prof. W. 8. Pope, who has 
done more than any other man in providing 
transpoitation for and forwarding Tilneis sick 
and wounded soldiers, I may be permitted to 
make a statement. Among the first to re 
to Gov, Yates, who telegraphed to him trom 
Cairo, wes Prof. Pope. He came on to Pitts- 
burgb, and helped to load the Black Hawk.

Full Particulars of that Affair. 


LETTER FROM THE COMMANDER 
OF THE NAUGATUCK. 


The following private letter from Lieuten- 
ant Constable, commander of the gunboat 
Stevens, (Naugatuck, ) addressed to Captain 
Jobn Faunce, gives an excellent description of 
the recent ight on James river, and explains 
the bursting of the heavy gun on boar’ of 
vessen during the engagement :-—JN.
